AND THE EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


Wer have every hope that the meeting of the new 
Emperor William of Germany with the Emperor 
of Russia will clear the air politically. There is 
nothing like a personal interview to remove mis- 
understandings and allay International suspicions 
and jealousies. Amid salutes from the war- 
vessels and the forts, the German Imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern entered the inner roads of Cronstadt 
at half-past four on Thursday afternoon, July 19, 
when 


THE CORDIAL MEETING 
between the Czar and the German Emperor took 
place. The Imperial yachts approached one 
another between a double line of Russian and 
German men-of-war, which were gaily decked 
with bunting. After an exchange of salutations, 
the two Emperors proceeded on board the Russian 
Imperial yacht Alexandra, which conveyed their 
| Majesties to Peterhof, all the men-of-war mean- 
while firing a salute. 

During the voyage, the German Emperor had a 
lengthy conversation with M. De Giers, Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, while the Czar 
similarly conversed with Count Herbert Bismarck, 
and inquired after the health of Prince Bismarck. 
The two Emperors then withdrew, and conversed 
together in the most friendly manner. Besides 
the family dinner given at the Great Palace on 
the Thursday night, there was a special dinner 
for the Ministers attendant on the two Emperors, 
at which the Minister of the Russian Imperial 
Household presided. Count Herbert Bismarck 
and M. De Giers and the members of the 
Imperial suites were present. On Friday, July 20, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, accompanied by Prince Henry 
of Prussia, and attended by a brilliant suite,

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STATE VISIT TO ST. PETERSBURG, 
coming up from Peterhof by water, and landing 
at the Nicholas Bridge in presence of an 
enormous crowd of spectators. After an 
enthusiastic reception in the Russian capital the 
Imperial party returned to Peterhof, and in the 
evening was conducted by the Czar to 

THE CAMP AT KRASNOE-SELO, 
where an impressive military spectacle was 
witnessed. 

The camp of Krasnoe -Selo corresponds to 
Aldershott or the Curragh, all the regiments of 
the Guard and several others of the line being 
collected there under canvas in summer-time. 
At about seven p.m., the Czar, the. Czarina, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, and all the Grand Dukes and 
Grand Duchesses arrived by train at the station, 
where the.Czarina entered a carriage drawn by 
four magnificent white steeds, with two outriders, 
accompanied by her young children, Grand Duke 
George and Grand Duchess Xenia, whilst their 
Majesties 

THE TWO EMPERORS MOUNTED ON CHARGERS, 
with the Grand Dukes and a suite of some 300 
officers. Count Herbert Von Bismarck attended 
the Kaiser, wearing the unform of his Prussian 
Dragoon regiment. The procession from the 
station all round the camp was headed by the 
Czarina's carriage, immediately followed by the 
two Emperors and their suites. This cavalcade 
was gorgeous to behold, but it was only when tle 
inspection had concluded that the most interest- 
ing part of this imposing ceremony began. 
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THE BANDS OF ALL THE REGIMENTS 

drew up before the Imperial tent, and continued 

for nearly an hour to play а variety of melodies 

and operatic selections. From afar and near all

THE GERMAN EMPEROR 

made a most agreeable impression on everybody 
by his great suavity of address and frank gaiety 
of manner, having far exceeded in these respects 
the anticipations of the Russian Court. Whilst 
the bands executed their musical programme, 
their Majesties conversed freely with one another 
and refreshments were served. Shortly after 
sunset the signal was given for ‘‘ prayer,” every 
head was uncovered, and, amidst a deep silence 
which prevailed throughout the brilliant assem- 
blage thronging the vast plain, a short prayer 
was offered up; volleys of musketry and salvoes 
of artillery were fired ; rockets were discharged, 
and the retraite was sounded. The eve ning hymn 
was then sung in unison by thousunds ot voices, 
after which the effective spectacle terminated 
and all the visitors to the camp dispersed. 
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THE CZAR AND THE KAISER 
drove off to the palace within the precincts of 
the camp amidst deafening applause from the

THE KAISER WENT TO ST. PETERSBURG, 


which was tastefully beflagged with the Russian 
national colours, the streets through which his 
Majesty passed being especially bright and gay 
in their appearance. The route was lined on 
‘both sides by a dense crowd, which received the 
"Kaiser with great enthusiasm. His Majesty 
drove to the German Embassy, looking extremely 
pleased, and after remaining there a few minutes 
wentdown to the Neva bank and embarked in a 
steam-launch, and visited the islands, returning 
for supper to the Embassy, whence he was sub- 
sequently conveyed by carriage and train to 
Peterhof, having passed a most enjoyable day. 
Referring to the reception of the Emperor 
William at Peterhof, the Journal de St. Péters- 
bourg, in an article last Saturday, pointed out the 
perfect accord ims between the sentiments of 
the two Sovereigns and those of the public, which, 
says the Journal, assembled in vast numbers to 
witness the arrival of the Ozar’s guest. 

'The German Emperor on Monday witnessed a 
sham fight at Krasnoe-Selo in the presence of the 
Czar and a brilliant gathering. The troops con- 
sisted of fifty-two squadrons of cavalry, with 
lartillery in proportion. After the operations the 
Grand Duke Nicholas told his staff that the 
Emperor William had charged him to express 
his hearty thanks to the troops for the great 

leasure they had afforded him. The German 
peto: was, indeed, in the best of spirits, his 
hearty laugh ringing out frequently as he joked 
with one or other of those around him.

the afternoon an historical pageant, consisting of 
the Kings and Queens of England, with de- 
scriptive tableaux, depicting striking events in 
the history of the country, perambulated the 
town.

BRITISH “WASPS” 
FOR ANY FUTURE “INVINCIBLE 
ARMADA.” 


We present a marine Drawing showing how 
saucily our new Torpedo-boats dash up to the 
attack of our Ironclads during the recurrent Sea 
Manceuvres, and at the same time indicating how 
these small craft would probably tease any future 
Armada by wasp-like assaults until the enemy’s 
ships were beaten off. A glance at this seasonable 
illustration may induce the reader to take a 
greater interest їп the scheme of operations 
drawn up for the Manceuvring Fleets, and thus 
outlined by the Special Land Sailor of the Daily 
News aboard H.M.S. Severn in Bantry Вау: — 


It is supposed that hostilities are at this moment immi- 
nent between Great Britain and Ireland, which latter, for 
the purposes of this summer’s naval manceuvres, is con- 
sidered to be an independent country possessing a fleet ошу 
second in importance to that of England. For some time 
past relations between the two countries have been very 
strained, and a few days ago the Frish concentrated their 
fleet in twc divisions, in Bantry Buy and Lough Swilly 
respectively. They are now preparing with all haste to 
m to sea in order to attack British commerce or eifect a 
anding on British soil. : 

But Great Britain has not been idle, and has also prepared 
two great fleets. One of these is ut Pembroke, the other in 
Lamlash Bay, in the Isie of Arran. In Ireland, Bantry 
Bay (Berehaven), Queenstown, and Lough Swilly are con- 
sidered to be strongly fortified ports. іп England, Pem- 
broke, Plymouth, Portland, Spithead, ard the Medway are 
supposed to be in the same category, and vesseis in these 
havens are not subject to attack from ironclads or cruisers, 
but only from torpedo-boats. ‘The Pembroke division of 
the British fleet, under Vice-Admiral Baird, consists of 
seven ironclads, seven cruisers, and six first-class torpedo- 
boats. The Lamlash division of the British fleet, under 
Rear-Admiral Rowley, consists of six ironclads, six cruisers, 
and six torpedo-boats. ‘The aggregate displacement of 
these two fleets is 141,795 tons. 

The Bantry Division of the Irish Fleet, under Rear- 
Admiral Sir George Tryon, consists of five irenclads, five 
cruisers, and six torpedo-boats. The Lough Swilly Division 
of the Irish Fleet, under Rear-Admiral Fitzroy, consists of 
four ironelads, five cruisers, and six torpedo-boats, the 
aggregate dispiacement of the two squadrons being 95,700 
tons. England, therefore, has an overwhelming force at 
her disposal, and only by sheer dash and good strategy, 
asvisted to no small extent by good fortune, can the Irish 
a hope to win even the slightest advantage against 
their foes.

Тооктхе at Mr. Davidson Knowles's winsome 
picture of ‘‘The Fisherman's Joy," the reader 
may admit that there is a good deal of sound 
philosophy in the homely adage, ‘‘ Little Goods, 
Little Care!'' Yet the truth of this meek 
proverb has not generally commended itself to 
an anxious and often covetous world. Many 
people would be happy to believe it, if they 
could; and some might find this easier than to 
contrive a safe way of increasing their store of 
* goods." ‘To the poet, and even to the artist in 
a poetical or philosophical mood, this picture of 
an honest fisherman and his comely young wife, 
whose only apparent wealth is a boat with some 
nets and fishing-gear, a веб of carpenter's tools, 
their wearing apparel, and the girl's needle and 
thread and cooking utensils, may be quite satis- 
factory. It is very certain that, taking a wide 
view of the condition of mankind, not only 
among European nations, but in Asia, Africa, 
and North and South America and in the isles of 
the Pacific, this is a stock of domestic properties 
much above the average standard. But we doubt 
whether it is always accompanied by entire 
freedom from care for the needs of the daily 
livelihood. 

There was Enoch Arden, to be sure, ё brave 
and skilful fisherman, who could also handle the 
saw, the axe, the hammer, and augur, аз we read 
in Tennyson's poem :— 

He purchased his own boat, and made a home 

For Annie, neat and nest-like, half-way up 

The narrow street that clambered toward the mill, 
Seven happy years ‘‘ of health and competence," 
with successful toil on the sea and trade on shore 
in the fish of his own catching, allowed him to 
support his wife and two children. But at last, 
by an accident which disabled him for a time, 
poverty crept into the humble home; and he 
was obliged to go for a sailor, to earn a needful 
sum of money. We know whatcame of it: a 
very sorrowful story. 

Let us hope that more solid prosperity may 
reward the industry and thrift of this fine fellow, 
and of his gentle partner, wbo sits in the boat 
mending his nets. We should be glad to hear 
that he was the owner of several boats; also of a 
comfortable cottage, or a house with room for six 
children, with plenty of good furniture, and with 
two or three hundred pounds laid by in the bank. 
His cares would not be thereby increased, but 
lightened; and it would be far better for the 
wife, and for the coming boys and girls. A boat 
may go to the bottom of the sea; and so may a 
man, unhappily, leaving wife and children to 
starve, as many poor people on the east coast, 
from the Humber to Hartlepool, and in the south 
from Dover to Penzance, know too well. From 
a sentimental point of view, ‘‘ little goods” may 
appeal to sympathétic approbation ; but we should 
like to see the little become a good deal more.

SWIMMING CHAMPIONSHIP 


Challenge Cup was held in the lake at the Welsh 
Harp, Hendon, on Monday.

E. J. Kirk, 
of Bloomsbury, was fourth, and E. Bayley, of 
Hackney, last.

of New York, a native-born Scotchman, last Satur- 
day won the first prize in the fifth tournament of the 
Scottish Chess Association at Glasgow with a score 
of five out of six possible wins. Mills and Barbier

CYCLING. 
THE AMERICAN CYCLIST, W. F. KNAPP, 


of Denever, U.S.A., accomplished a splendid per- 
formance at the Belgrave-road Grounds, Leicester, 
on July 17. when he succeeded in lowering the 
English professional record of 100 miles (6h. 36 min. 
36 4-5 sec. of Fred. Lees at Leicester on Oct. 6, 1883) 
by the formidable difference of 41 тір. 15 4-5вес. 
In the seventy-ninth mile Ял dismounted, but 
was only absent from the track three minutes, and 
then rubbed off the last twenty miles in dashing 
manner, the last mile only occupying four seconds 
longer than the first. ‘The clipping young cyclist 
was not at all distressed, and it need hardly be added 
that he met with a flattering reception upon retiring. 
He covered the 100 miles in 5 h. 55 min. 21 sec. 

W. F. Knapp, of Denever, U.S.A., was born 
on April 866, and has thus completed his 
twenty-second year. His height it 5 ft. 103 in., and 
weighs 118%. 21b. His machine is а 56in. Premier 
racer. Knapp commenced racing in 782, and has 
been fairly successful in America, whilst during his 
stay in this country ho has always proved a formid- 
able opponent to the best English riders.

The 
championship was secured by F. J. Danced. after a 
tough fight with F. P. Wood.

Murdoch carried out his bat for 988 and the Colonial 
Eleven made 613; they would have won in 1884 if there had 
been another hour of time ; and in 1886 there was another 
drawn game, with heavy scoring on both sides. Last 
week's game at Brighton was the twenty-second match of 
the Australian tour, and the Colonial record then stood at 
fourteen victories, five defeats, and three unfinished games. 

The Australian cricketers last Monday commenced а 
match at Leyton, on the Essex County Ground, against a 
team of Past and Present Cantabs, the scores at the end 
of the first day being :—Cambridge, 137; Australians, 74 
for two wickets. The Australian innings closed on Tues- 
әү 319 (Bannerman 93, not out).

Halland Ulyett made the runs on Tuesday, 
and Yorkshire won by ten wickets. ey. 

Surrey beat Kent by 89 runs at Beckenham on Tucsday. 

Surrey v. Middlesex was finisbed off last Saturday after- 
noon, at Kennington Oval, Surrey getting the best of a 
rather scrambling finish and winning by three wickets. At 
Moreton-in-Marsh, Gloucester beat Kent, winning in one 
innings with 44 runs to spare. Leicestershire defeated 
Warwickshire by seven wickets in their return match at 
Leicester, ‘Thanks to the clipping bowling of Mr. S. M. J. 
Woods, Somerset beat Stafford by 120 runs.

town by incendiary fires. On the 14th inst. an 
incendiary set fire to the upper floor of the 
Chamber of Deputies while the House was in 
session. The flames spread with great rapidity, 
and before they could be extinguished destroyed 
a tenth part of the town, including many public 
buildings. Three days later another incendiary 
fire broke out at the private residence of the 
Minister of Justice, and, like its predecessor, 
spread throughout the adjoining district, which 
was reduced to ashes. The two fires together 
destroyed a fifth part of the town. The con- 
flagrations were suppressed by the aid of the 
sailors from the French despatch-vessel Bisson. 

** Great uneasiness prevails at Port-au-Prince, 
and the French and English Legations are 
guarded by French sailors. Many persons have 
left the city. The French Commander also 
expressed his readiness to place a guard over the 
United States Legation, but this offer was 
declined. One of the incendiaries has been 
captured, and will be executed.”’ 

The capital of the Republic of Hayti, which 
occupies the western half of the whole island, 
the other portion forming the Republic of San 
Domingo, is known by the name of Port 
Républicain as wel! as by that of Port-au-Prince. 
The number of its inhabitants is estimated at 
about 40,000 souls. ‘The city is situated at the 
head of the Bay of Gonaives, and possesses an 
excellent harbour. 

The present President of the Republic is 
General Salomon, who was elected in 1879, and 
re-elected in 1886 for another period of seven 
years. The President is a remarkable-looking 
man, standing 6 ft. 4in. high, and of magnificent 
physical proportions. His face is jet-black, but 
of Caucasian type, and his hair perfectly snow 
white. He is well educated, and s several 
languages.

ALL NIGHT ON A RAFT. 
THRILLING ADVENTURE OF TWO BOYS. 


Two boys, the elder thirteen and the 
younger ten, says a telegram in the 
New York Tribune, had a trying expe- 
rience on Lake Michigan on July 3 
and 4. The boys, Gerald and Leslie 
Mahoney, live at Lakeside, a little 
village eighteen miles north of Chicago. 
They had always been in the habit of 
playing along the beach. On the 
morning of July 3 they went down to 
the beach and got on board a little raft 
which they had built. Their experience 
after the launch of their little craft is 
best told in 
YOUNG GERALD’S OWN WORDS :— 

“ Tb was nice at first, and we didn't 
notice that we were drifting away from 
shore. I saw after we were out a long 
time that we couldn’t get back, but I 
didn’t say so to Leslie, for fear that it 
would make him feel bad. Lots of 
pleasure-boats passed in and I shouted 
to them to take us aboard. Some 
didn't hear us, but others did, and they 
only laughed, and wouldn't stop. I 
think it was about four o'clock in the 
afternoon when I put a white hand- 
kerchief on a paddle and held it up in 
the hope that some vessel would take 
us in tow. We were then about two 
miles or $0 from shore. What to doI 
scarcely knew; but I kept up my 
spirits and determined that we wouldn't 
drown. I was only afraid we might 
starve to death, unless someone came 
to our rescue. Leslie and I paddled 
along until dark, and then we became 
satisfied that we were in for all night. 
I was anxious about mother and the 
children. Leslie had nothing on but 
his knee-pants, cotton shirt, waistcoat, 
and shoes and stockings. His face, 
hands, and legs were all sunburnt, but 
he didn't complain. He just kept on 
paddling along like myself.

with the storm. The lake grew dark, 
and the waters commenced toroll when 
the wind began to blow. 'The waves 
washed over our rafi, and sometimes 
we would ride through them and be 
covered with water. I told Leslie to 
hold on to the boards. Before the rain 
began to come down it commenced to 
lighten, and we could see where we 
were. Dut every flash blinded me, 
and then I had to feel around for 
Leslie. When I couldn't feel him I 
called, and he would answer, “Т am 
here. It was worse when the rain 
began. It came down so hard that at 
first I thought it was hail. Leslie had 
lost his paddle, but I urged him to keep 
a tight hold and be cheerful. The 
storm seemed as though it would never 
end. The sea was running rough, and 
one wave would lift us and we'd be 
driven through another in the trough. 
We felt weak and hungry. Leslie was 
getting weaker all the time, and grew 
tlighty. Finally the rain stopped, and 
the lake became calmer. ‘Then Leslie 
fellasleep. He was chilled through. 


I TOOK THE PADDLE IN MY TEETH, 


and unbuttoning my coat laid it over 
him. He was raving in his sleep, 
talking about home and mamma and 
Jerome. ‘That made me feel worse, 
but it gave me more strength and 
courage. Just then a tug appeared 
towing a vessel toward Chicago. We 
were at the mercy of the wind and the 
lake, and I saw that the tug was 
coming right for us. The sky grew 
dark again and the lightning flashed. 
I put up the handkerchief on my 
paddle and commenced to yell. A 
Hash of lightning came, and I know 
the people saw us, but wouldn't stop. 
I was washed off the raft once and 
stayed in the water for some time. My 
lips commenced to bleed, and great 
lumps came out on my chest. My feet 
swelled and ached fearfully. At last, 
in pure exhaustion, I fell asleep. 
When І awoke it was daybreak. We 
were entirely out of sight of land, but 
I knew where land lay, and I com- 
menced to paddle for the shore. At 
ten o'clock I landed at Lake Forest." 


EARTHQUAKE IN SCOTLAND.

At Wamphraygate Farm, Wamphray, 
Mr. Mackie and household were alarmed 
by the loud noise and jingling of 
crockery, and leaped out of bed. The 
shock and reverberating sound only 
lasted a few seconds.

‘The first of her 
money spent in London has been for 
the purpose of buying Lord Brown- 
low’smansion in Carlton House-terrace, 
where she and the Duke intend to keep 
great state next season. In the mean- 
while they will go to Blenheim, the 
ancient glories of which are to be 
revived by the talisman of the American 
dollars.

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CROWN WINDFALLS. 


To the Editor of ** The Penny Illustrated 
Paper." 

Sim, — А remarkable Parliamentary 
return, just issued, styled ‘‘ Crown's 
Nominee Account," contains a sum- 
mary ofthe receipts and payments of 
the Treasury Solicitor in the admin- 
istration of estates on behalf of the 
Crown in the year ended Dec. 31 last. 

It appears that the total amount 
received during 1887 in respect of 
estates, including receipts for ** Crown's 
share of estate in Ireland,” amounted 
tono less a sum than £288,066 12s. 6d., 
the largest amount yet received in one 
year since the passing of the Treasury 
Solicitor Act, 1876, under which these 
estates are administered. The balances 
in hand at the commencement of the 
year were £82,218 8s. 10d., and, after 
various payments (including £25,000 
on account of ''Crown's share of 
estates? and £21,161 13s. 10d. for 
** grants out of estates’’), the balances 
in hand at the close of ihe year 
amounted to £304,281 8s. 4d. 

In a schedule to this return is given 
an alphabetical list of the estates, with 
the names and addresses of the in- 
testates. 'The following are the more 
curious items :— 

Harriet L. Blake.—Lapsed legacies. 

Ann Collioun.—Balance of estate after ad- 
ministration by creditor. 

Jane Hearn (otherwise Barnett).—Crown's 
share of certain legacies and interest. 

Howell.—Crown's rights waived to 
real and personal property. 

James Johnston, late of Broadmoor Criminal 
Lunatic Asylum. 

Henry J. Spink, Cape Colony.—Crown's 
shares of portion of English asset under the 
will of Sarah Spink. 

The amount of each estate—the item 
most eagerly sought for by persons 
supposing themselves to be interested 
in these *'windfalls"—is, however, 
not stated; but it may interest your 
readers to know that in two recent 
cases where litigation resulted, the 
amounts of the ‘‘windfalls’’ were 
£200,000 and £100,000 respectively. 

This seems to show the necessity of 
affording the public all reasonable 
information with regard to these estates, 
and I venture to suggest that in future 
the amount should be given in the 
official advertisements for the next-of- 
kin. This is done in many other 
official notices, and there should surely 
be uniformity in such cases. 

It is gratifying to learn from a state- 
ment recently made by Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge before a Parliament- 
ary Committee that it is customary for 
the Treasury to entertain moral claims, 
where no legal one exists, in these 
intestacy and illegitimacy cases. 

In conclusion, I may add. that since 
the passing of the Treasury Solicitor 
Act, 1876, the total amount received by 
the ** Crown's Nominee ” in respect of 
intestates’ estates considerably exceeds 
one million sterling.
